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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues, in substance, that the cited 
prior art of record: Iga (US Publication 2002/0143924), fails to teach that the content type of the email is discriminated prior to reading. 
However, Examiner notes that the Final Action mailed on 4/21/2005 cites prior art reference: Schmidt (US Publication 2002/0199120) as 
teaching discriminating the content type of an email message prior to the message being read, which comprises examination of the 
MIME type of the email and attachment file types (paragraphs 0032, 0033). As noted in the previous action, this feature provisions 
secure firmware updating by email, wherein the system is able to determine and protect against potentially dangerous emails. In 
response to Applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the Examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 
1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the combination of references used as modifications is obvious in fulfilling the features and scope of 
the claimed invention. Therefore, Applicant's arguments are non-persuasive, and the 35 USC 103(a) rejection under Iga, Schmidt and 
Wagner et at is maintained. 
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
